The Truckee Car Rubbers Make a Short 
Stuy iu Reno. 


Yesterday morning detectives Hick- 
ey, Burke and Brissell recaptured io 
Reno, Davidson Red and H. C. Cole- 
man who esciped from Constable 
Reed of Truckve, on Thursday night 
April 28th. The men had beeo held 
after examination in Truckee fur car 
robbery, io the sum of $2,000 euch, to 
answer before the Superior Court of 
Nevada county. On Sunday, April 
24th, the same two prisoners attempt - 
ed to break juil at Truckee, and upon 
ekamination were also held in $2,000 
each to answer a charge of jail break 
ing. Officer Reed was conveying the 
two named, together with Ah Sam, 
also held «fur car robbery, to 
Nevada City. Soon after the train 
left Emizraut Gap it was found that 
Reed aod Coleman were mi-sing and 
search was immediately commenced. 
Detective Hickey and Constable Reed 
fouud the trail about 8 A. M., and ſol - 
fowed the escapes into Bear valley. 
Reed was sent back to Truckee and 
Hickey was joived by detectives 
Burke and Brissell. The detectives 
on became convinced that the fugi- 
tives wore coming to Reno, and ac. 
cordingly they came here on No. 5 
yea'erday morning. As the train wax 
passing Sragg’s lumber yard, Burke 
saw a brown hat sticking up from a 
pile of lumber, The officers dis- 
mounted in short order aod there were 
Mes-rs. Reed and Coleman shadowing 
the train. The prisoners sey that 
Reed was very much fatigued and 
went to sleep and they walked away. 
It is but justice to Detective Hickey 
to say that he did not have charge of 
the prisoners, nor was he io the car 
when they escaped. The prisoners re- 
fused t return without a requisition, 
and the officers are waiting fer that 
document. The officers identify Reed 
as an old con.
